It was wilful dis- 
obedience, it was high treason, it was lying, 
stealing and murder; lor thirty-six man 
died ia consequence of it. It endangered 
the wholo nation and tbo true religion. It 
was necessary to show tho people that trtcy 
must obey if they would succeed. 


COMMENTS—After crossing tho Jordan, 


and capturing Jericho, Achan, Instead o" 
obeying the command of tho Lord, appro- 
priated soino of the spoil of tho enemy for 
his own purposes. This he did secretly. 
Soon the Israelites went forward to tho 
capture of the c^y of AI. As it was a sniall 
place, Joshua sent only a detachment to 
take it. But instead of gaining a victory, 
they were severely defeated, and ran he- 
fore their enemies. At that time, this was 
a very serious thing, for it was important 
that the banner of victory should remain, 
with tho Israelites, so as to inspire their 
enemies 
with awe. Joshua was over- 


whelmed at tbo news, and seems to have 
lost his faith for awhile. Ho fell upon his 
face before tho-Lord, and bewailed their 
evil fate. In his distress bo was joined by 
theoldcrsof the people, who thought that 
an irreparable diiuBtcr had befallen them. 
Thoy seem to have thought that, all waa lost. 
In answer to the bitter cry of Joshua, God 
told him that thoro was n traitor in tho 
camp who had disobeyed the command of 
God, 
ar.d had taken of the accursed thing. 


God told Joshua that the evil-doer mustbo 
discovered, and be punished, or no prosper- 
ity could bo counted on. Though, the result 
is not told in our lesson, it is told further 
on, and Achan was punished. Tho story Is 
a most solemn one, and well fitted to bring 
out tho truth that sin is sure to be found 
out at last. 


''Bcsurcyouv sin will flnd you out." 


Aehun thought that bo was safe, for ho had 
hidden the result ofUis theft, and no oao 
know of it. Yet boforo he was through 
w.tli that plunder, all \vas made as clear as 
the noonday sun. Just so to-day, there aro 
young men who bogm to do what they know 
is wronjf, in tho hopo that they can escape 
detection. Sometimes they go on for a 
wh'llc in safety, and then they crow bold 
and aro careless in the way in which thoy 
commit their transgressions. But were tho 
truth known, we should ba surprised at tho 
amallness of the lurmber of those who long 
escape detection. Many and many a young 
man is caught in his very first crime, and 
where one escapes, there aro probably two 
who arc at onco caught. But even i; men 
aro not caught by earthly magistrates,' 
there is coming a timo when they will be 
unable to escape from the Judge of all men. 
For tho day Is coming when all the deeds 
of raon will bo brought to the light ot day, 
and then all effort to conceal our deeds will 
bo vain. "Every secret thing" will one 
day be mado clear, and thec, 0, how the 
sinner will wish that he had left the wicked 
deed undone 1 


But there is another lesson to learn from 


this story, in tho way m which Achan went 
from bad to worse. In his excuse that he 
made to Joshua, ho^olls tho story of his fall 
himself. Yon may read it in verse ~l of this 
same chapter. Note (1) he saw. 
There 


was nothing wrong in this, ilany of the 
Israelites besides him saw, as welt as he. 
Had he seen and at onco destroyed, ail 
would have been well. But lie went f urtltci- 
than this. For (2) he coveted. 
Hero his 


sin began.. Tho desiro to take that which 
God had forbidden was sinful. 
Yet he 


might have restated this, if he had at once 
aslcod God for His help. 
But he seems to 


have allowed this defire to gain a mastery 
over him. 
Ho harbored tho sinful wish, 


which soon ripened into something moi-o 
than a mere desire. For as we go on wo 
voad, 
(3) I took. 
Yes, mcro desire 


has now ripened, and the wish is father to 
the deed. Ho who was a thief in desiro has 
become a thief in reality. How quickly he 
has passed over from the ranks of tho hon- 
est into those of tho dishonest: Kow only 
ono thing more remains for him to do, and 
we may bo sure that it will not be long be- 
fore he has taken that oco step. (4) I hid. 
Of course he hid. "What else could ho do! 
He had taken the other steps, and tiiore 
was nothing else left. Tbcn he kept on hid- 
ing, and acted the part of a liar. Thus ho 
Jillcd up tho measure of his crime, and no1., 
only cursed himself, but all Israel as well.—
